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attaching the biological molecule to the solid support"; and 

(ii) Stolowitz teaches away from the proposed combination. Stolowitz et al, teaches 
deriyatized silica and porous glass beads for chromatographic separation (not covalent 
attachment) of biological molecules, such as hormones, therapeutic drugs* or drugs of abuse. 
(e.g., Stolowitz et aL, page 4, lines 1-9, describes that the invention "eliminates the 
irreversible adsorption of biological macromolecules and low molecular weight amines). 

Accordingly, a prima facie case of obviousness has not been established. Applicants 
request withdrawal of the § 103 rejection over Stolowitz et al. and Milton and Okamoto et al. 
and Guo et al. and Ekins et al. and allowance of al! pending Claims.
